THE GIFT OF AN AMERICAN COLPOR- 
TEUR 
The Rey. Frank Marston, writing of the 
work in the Central Agency, in July, says: 


; The Problem 

We could have doubled our sales if we had 
had the workers in the field to distribute the 
Bibles. I am having some of them for only 
half time now, and trying to hold on to them 
in that way, but I see that reducing the already 
small force is inevitable. The problem with 
me is where to begin the pruning. 


Great Munition Works 

- We have a man in Nashville who sells 
Testaments as fast as we can supply them to 
him, to the workers in the new government 
munition works there. He writes that the men 
tell him the Testaments they get from him are 
the first they have ever had. These men have 
come from the four quarters of the earth and 
are quartered in large department mess halls, 
1,500 to a hall. I certainly do not want to 
stop that man. 


Sharing a Salary—50-50 

Another has just taken up work in a new 
county in Tennessee. He writes that it is a 
“very poor and rocky county, where the peo- 
ple are poor, but they buy the Bible from me 
better than they did where the people were 
better off, and I am selling more Bibles to 
them than I did before.”” This colporteur does 
a splendid service, and gives a large part of his 
‘small salary to the Bible Society work. Last 
“month I sent his month’s salary of $50; and

in turn he sent me $25 for the Bible Society— 
“To be used where it will do the most good.” 
It is hard to drop a man like that. 


THE GIFT OF A CHINESE GENERAL AND 
SOME CHINESE PATRIARCHS 
Through the Rev. Dr. Hykes has come this 
unusually interesting picture of opportunities 
and responses, from the Rev. T. Torrance, in 
charge of the American Bible Society work in 
Western Szechuan: 


A General, a Provincial Treasurer, and a 
Commissioner Welcome the Scriptures 
Recently I sent a New Testament and a 

copy of our “Eighty-three Years’ Work in 
China” to Gen. Hsiung Keh-Wu, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the southern forces in 
Szechuan; a second, to the provincial treasurer 
here; and a third to the commissioner of civil 
affairs. All three expressed their pleasure at 
the gift and their interest in our work. Mr. 
Lui Kuang-Lieh, the commissioner, wrote that 
he was assured that the strength of the Chinese 
Republic lay bound up with the propagation 
of the gospel. So he was glad to welcome 
American missionaries to China. The Testa- 
ment I sent he will read “with his heart” and. 
try to persuade all men to believe in its teach- 
ing. He promised also to subscribe to our 
funds in the near future. The treasurer has. 
likewise signified his intention to help our 
work. 


Gen. Hsiung Keh-Wu Contributes to the 
American Bible Society 

The general has already done so. The day 
before yesterday he sent me by his servant a 
contribution of two hundred Bank of China 
notes (equivalent to Mexican $80.00). With 
it he sent a letter, of which I give you a free 
translation: 

“Dear Mr. Torrance: I thank you for your 
favor of a copy of the New Testament. ‘I 
know that what the Bible teaches makes men 
and nations great. This is what I myself sin- 
cerely believe. For this reason I wish that 
my countrymen might believe in the Chris- 
tian religion. I herewith send a small dona- 
tion to assist your Society in the printing of 
the Bible. At the same time it will serve as a 
tangible evidence to you of my faith in God. 

“Yours sincerely, 
“Hstunc Ken-Wv.” 
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Mr. Pau and Mr. Chou 

I have previously told you about Mr. Pau 
and Mr. Chou, two old men who were won 
some months ago for the truth. It was Mr. 
Pau who read a Gospel forty years ago and in 
whose heart the seed lay dormant until it 
sprang to life under the preaching of a Chris- 
tian he recently met. And it was Mr. Chou 
whom I met in the tea shop, a religious en- 
thusiast and leader of men, who found the 
light that same day. The two men make a 
wonderful pair. Once again I have to tell you 
of two old men who have seen the light amid 
the darkness. 


Mr. Hsiong 

One is Mr. Hsiong, seventy-seven years of 
age, a farmer and the head of a reputable 
family. Some time ago he bought a copy of 
Genesis. The story of Joseph so touched his 
heart that he charged his sons to purchase any 
books of that sort they could get from the 
colporteur. These he kept on reading until he 
found his way to church. A month ago he 
was baptized. 


Mr. Chiang, and Two Dogs 

The other is Mr. Chiang, a most intelligent 
man, whom I met under peculiar and amusing 
circumstances in a country town. Seeing a 
large temple there I went in out of curiosity. 
Going through the outer courtyard I saw this 
old gentleman and made to speak to him. Two 
of the temple dogs, seeing I was not a Chinese, 


A Korean Patriot and a New Testament 


I SEUNG MAN, M.A. (Harvard), Ph.D. 
(Princeton), or Syngman Rhee* as he 
now signs his name, is another fulfillment of 
the promise that the Word shall not return 
void, but shall accomplish that whereto it is 
sent. Sherwood Eddy, in his_book, “‘The 
New Era in Asia,’’ tells the story and pre- 
sents the picture of the group of political pris- 
oners reproduced below. 

The story goes back to the days before 
Japan had taken controlin Korea. Dr. Syng- 
man Rhee was one of a number of young 
progressive Koreans educated in America, or 
in mission schools in which Western learn- 
ing and its new ideas of liberty, the worth of

made a savage attack on me. One rushed} 
from the front and one from the back. It was 
certainly a well-concerted plan and under or- 
dinary circumstances should have succeeded, | 
only they did not know I used to play foot-§ 
ball. The first I settled in timely fashion by 
a quick straight goal kick He gave vent to 
such surprise at the incident that when I 
wheeled round to meet the danger behind the @ 
other didn’t wait to parley, but went off dou- 
ble-quick for shelter. The dogs out of the 
way, I sat down and preached to the old man. f 
He told me that he was seventy-eight years of 
age. I said that was the age of my own 
father. It turned out that he had long wanted 
to go to the church and hear the truth, but 
imagined he must find someone to introduce 
him. I first found one of my own men, Mr. 
Lui, and set him to have a talk with him; 
then I went and found two Christians in the 
district and brought them along to see him, 
charging them with his future teaching and 
guidance. 

There are many old men like this, but few 
so bright and earnest in their desire for the 
truth; and Mr. Chiang and Mr. Hsiong I could 
not help linking up in my mind with Mr. Pau 
and Mr. Chou as being four of the most remark- 
able I have ever met in China. 

In the face of China’s need and the recogni- 
tion of the great part the Bible Society is 
playing in the uplift of the nation, surely. 
American Christians and American churches 
will not turn a deaf ear to our call for help! 


the individual, and modern theories of gov- 
ernment, were taught. The old régime, un- 
der the old emperor, was recognized by them 
as not only behind the times, but detrimental 
to the real interests of Korea. 

The young reformers desired to change. 
and mold the entire government on more 
progressive and popular lines. An ‘‘ Inde- 
pendence Party’’ was formed. It came into 
power for a time ‘‘and reforms were rapidly 
introduced. But the reactionaries soon gained 
the upper hand over the emperor; the palace — 
gates suddenly opened and armed police and 
hired members of the Peddlers’ Guild rushed | 
out and carried some forty of the choicest 
spirit of the reform party into prison, while the — 
others fled.”” This much is epitomized from | 
the opening paragraphs of Dr. Eddy’s story. 
And now the story proceeds as told by him: 
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Dr. Rhee an Active Spirit 

Among those captured was Dr. Rhee, or 
Ji Seung Man, who had: been a member of 
he Imperial Privy Council while the Inde- 
yendence Party was in power. Dr. Rhee was 
yorn of an old Confucian family of scholars. 
NVhen English began to be introduced he 
oined the mission school in order to learn it; 
jut as a proud and self-sufficient Confucian 
y0y he came to the school with great suspi- 
ion, fearing the influence of some foreign 
jrug, disliking the compulsory chapel, the 
absence of idols, and all that he had been ac- 
sustomed to associate with religion. He 
learned English, however, and along with it 
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with coarse criminals and outlaws. Those 
who were not fast in galling stocks were of- 
ten unable to lie down unless they lay one 
upon another, because of the crowd in that 
stifling room. They were cruelly treated by 
the keepers and by the professional crimi- 
nals. The food, disgusting and often decay- 
ing, was torn from the weaker men by the 
stronger criminals. The torture to which the 
political prisoners were subjected was agony. 
Mr. Kim had his leg broken. After each 
period of torture Dr. Rhee was bound hand 
and foot in painful stocks. For seven months 
he could not lie down, and seven long years 
in all this gifted man, since an M.A. of

(at first unconsciously) a world of new ideas, 
centering in the word “‘liberty.’”” On leaving 
the school, apparently untouched religiously, 
he threw himself into a movement to reform 
his country. There was a short period when 
everything seemed hopeful; then the blow 
fell, the emperor and his associates turned 
against the reform movement, and in a mo- 
ment all was changed. 


Prison Experiences 


No words can describe their prison. Be- 
sides being frequently tortured to extort con- 
fessions or to incriminate others, the prison- 
ers were herded like cattle in a foul pen. In 
dirt, covered with vermin, with unspeakable 
sanitary conditions, they were living in a 
stifling atmosphere and were never allowed 
to leave the room. They were crowded in 


Harvard, and a Ph.D. of Princeton, spent in 
this horrible prison. Unprotected from the 
winter’s cold or summer’s heat, in the pain 
of torture, and in the filth of that dark prison, 
he longed for death. Some of his friends 
were killed, and he wondered when his turn 
would come. In a newspaper smuggled into 
the prison from the city he read the announce- 
ment of his own death. He was convinced 
that it had been determined upon by the au- 
thorities, and that it was now only a matter 
of hours. Yes, he was to die, but after that 
—what? Where was he going? Confucian- 
ism offered him no hope, Buddhism no cer- 
tainty, and he could not accept the debasing 
superstitions of Shamanism. In despair he 
turned to Christianity as his only hope, and 
recalled much of the teaching he had heard 
in the mission school of a loving heavenly 
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Father, of a compassionate Saviour, of the 
forgiveness of sins and of hope for the future. 


He Becomes a Seeker 

He felt convicted of sin in that he had re- 
jected Christ in the mission school, through 
his pride and hardness of heart, and in that 
he had bitterly and openly criticised Christ; 
but he dimly remembered some verse that 
said if a man would repent God would for- 
give. In his agony he turned, helpless and 
undone, to God. He knew not how to pray, 
but bowing his head as well as he could in 
the wooden stocks, he cried with breaking 
heart—‘‘Oh God, save my country, save my 
soul!’’ It was all he could say, but in that 
broken cry the young patriot found God. It 
was the first prayer he had ever offered. 


Conversion and Work 

He sent a message to his father (through 
a released prisoner) not to mourn his loss, as 
he was soon to die, but to send him a New 
Testament such as he had read in the mission 
school. At last it was smuggled in. [Dr. 
Syngman Rhee later gave this Testament to 
Dr. Sherwood Eddy, through whose courtesy 
the picture on the cover of this RECORD was 
made.—Ep.] In the filthy cell one prisoner 
stood guard at the door to give warning of the 
approach of the keeper, while another held 
open the Testament before this young man 
bound in the stocks. Here, on the brink of 
eternity, afamished soul, he thirstily drank in 
the truth. As soon as he found the light him- 
self he began to tell the good news to the mis- 
erable group in his prison cell. One by one 
he pleaded with every hardened criminal in 
the place, and many were touched. Dr. Rhee 
witnessed not only to the prisoners but to the 
jailer himself. At last he also believed, and 
was later baptized, with all his house. 


‘*The Hall of Blessing ”"’ 

Dr. Rhee had been sentenced to prison for 
life, but after the jailer’s conversion he was 
transferred to a larger and more comfortable 
cell, where he had access to a greater num- 
ber of prisoners. He gathered together a 
class of thirteen boys and taught them to 
read. Another adult class of forty members 
was formed, and the jailer himself attended 
daily. A continual revival went on in that 
prison, and the men who were there perfected 
in suffering have come to be leaders in the 
regeneration of Korea. Many of them are 
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prominent in Christian work. Some five cen- 
turies before someone had ironically named 
the prison, ‘‘The Hall of Blessing’’; and un- 
der the alchemy of the gospel it did indeed) 
become a place of blessing to all these men. 
They were like the writer of the Ephesians 
‘in chains,’ yet “in heavenly places.” 
Some forty in all were converted and others 
were won after they left the prison. 


Thus far Dr. Eddy’s story goes. 


With the political changes that have come} 
over Korea our story does not deal. Suffice 
it to say that Dr. Syngman Rhee endeavored 
to serve his country and his fellow Koreans as 
opportunity offered. When Japan took con-{ 
trol and suspicions were rife concerning pa- 
triotic Koreans, it seemed best for him to 
leave Korea. He went to the Hawaiian 
Islands, where heconducted a school for Ko- 
rean girls, fora time. Recently he has been 
appointed Director of Schools for Koreans 
by the Hawaiian Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

The picture, on the cover, of the New Tes 
tament which was instrumental in leading thi 
Korean patriot into a knowledge and posses- 
sion of the peace and power of,Christian faith 
will show friends of the American Bible Socie 
ty how the voiceless page which they help to 
distribute is being used of God in unexpect 
ways and strange places. This story from 
Korea is a reminder of the storytof Mr. Yung 
Tao,* the Chinese philanthropist and patriot 
who celebrated the Centennial of the Amer 
ican Bible Society by being baptized'on Ma 
7, 1916, and bearing testimony before an au 
dience of 4,000 of his countrymen, and] wa 
in prison when last heard of, without ju 
cause.

Fernand Cattelain, First Lieutenant, A. E. F. 


HE service flag of the American Bible 
Society could be marked with a star for 
his writer. 

The columns of the REcoRD as well as the 
4nnual Report have had previous contribu- 
ions from Lieut. Cattelain. He was then 
serving the Bible Society in Haiti, whither he 
vas sent some three years ago. In the issue 
yf January, 1916, was printed his first and in- 
-eresting report of his work there. Having 
-esponded as an American to the call of his 
sountry, he now writes from the land of his 
sirth with a closer insight and fuller knowl- 
sdge, which will be appreciated by those who 
read this letter.

A Safe Crossing 


It is now about a week since I am settled 
jin our new quarters, in the eastern part of 
France. We had arather quiet trip to Europe 
up to the last two days, when U-boats tried 
to impede our journey. But every time one 
of them would poke up its nose above the 
water our destroyers would make a jump at 
it and sweep the area with shells. So it was 
‘rather dangerous work for the undersea 
‘enemy. 


Present and Prospective Celebrations 


_ We had a delightful time in the French 
capital, having reached the city the eve of the 
‘nation’s anniversary. It was glorious to see 
ithe ovation given to our brave boys who had 
just fought at Cantigny. It was a sight never 
‘to be forgotten, the review on the Champs 
Elysées. It is a forerunner of what our tri- 
‘umphal return from conquered Germany will 
‘be. Soldiers of every nation now oppressed 
by the Huns took part in that review. I will 
‘not attempt to describe the enthusiasm of the 
crowd. It was simply tremendous and won- 
'derful, especially after four years of a bitter 
war. Just try to picture to yourself what it 
will be, next year perhaps, when we, the 
| armies of the Allies, will march through the 
Arc de Triomphe, down the Champs Elysées, 

to the Place des Tuileries, on our victorious 

return from Berlin! What a sight it will be! 


Crying for Joy 


I saw people crying for joy last week, when

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_ our brave boys and the fearless poilus marched 


through the French capital with the rest of 
the Allies’ soldiers. What will it not be 
when we shall come back from Hunsland ? 
Already we have set the ball rolling. It will 
soon increase in power and might, and, with 
the good will of all our people at home, it 
will start crushing the Huns before it until 
we shall at last see signs of a return of peace 
upon this poor earth. We cannot stop, we 
will never stop, until the job is finished and 
Germany begs for peace on her knees. Noth- 
ing short of unconditional surrender will sat- 
isfy our boys, and the armies of the Allies as 
well. 
Suffering France 

All through last night the big guns thun- 
dered furiously. As I laid awake, listening 
to the distant rumbling, I thought of the dev- 
astation brought upon this poor nation by 
their envious and bloodthirsty neighbors. 
Who shall ever estimate the rivers of blood 
and tears which the Kaiser and his clique 
have caused to flow upon unhappy Europe? 
I could not help but wishing that it were pos- 
sible for us to make still greater efforts to 
crush the serpent’s head. 


France Goes Hungry to Help America 

One thing I would like to do, that is to im- 
press upon everyone at home the importance 
of saving food. French people are hungry, 
and they have gone hungry in order to help 
our country ship a greater number of men. 
They have deprived themselves of their usual 
allowance of food in order that we might have 
greater tonnage for shipping troops, and they 
are feeding a part of our men meanwhile. 
While they do not confide their privations to 
the ordinary American, yet they will relate 
to me their sufferings, because of the fact 
that I was born in this country. Fruit is very 
scarce this year, late frosts having killed it. 
Potatoes and vegetables are far from being 
plentiful. Nor is the wheat crop anywhere 
near the normal crop. A prolonged drought 
has retarded everything. No wonder these 
people are somewhat apprehensive for the 
near future. Yet, in spite of this serious 
condition of things, they do all they can to 
welcome us and make us feel at home. 


‘These People Keep on Smiling "’ 
As to the spiritual condition of the country, 
I can as yet say little. More people go to 
church than before. That I noticed at once. 
Whether the preaching has become more 
spiritual, I cannot yet say ; my first impres- 
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sion would prove the other way. But this 
was not an evangelical service I attended. 
The suffering has been tremendous, the num- 
ber of killed and maimed for life is so great. 
Yet these people keep on smiling. 


The Splendid Women 


French women will never be given the 
place they deserve in this great struggle. 
We cannot begin to estimate the amount of 
work they have accomplished these last four 
years. Only this morning one of our 
field officers, who has been here for more 
than a year, was telling me that France 
would have been beaten a long time ago had 
it not been for the way the women folk 
stepped in and shouldered the work left by 
their husbands. 


How Those at Home Can Help 


As I said last month, when calling on you 
before coming over here, we expect to finish 
the job by the end of next year.

grated part to Lorraine, part to America.

Once more, I promised to ask the 
Société Biblique de France to provide the 
young girl with a holy Bible, as I did for her 
sister.

This living flag 
was posed at the 
U.S. Naval Train- 
ing Station, at 
Great Lakes, IIl.: 
250 men form the 
ball, 700 the pole, 
1,600 the white 
stripes, 1,900 the 
red stripes, 1,800 
the stars, and 3,400 
the blue field—a 
total of 9,650 men. But there are many 
more thousands in training there. 

At this training station an ideal Christian 
service is being accomplished on Sundays 
through the co-operation of Christian laymen 
drawn from the churches of Chicago. Under 
‘the direction of the Religious Department of 

the Y.M.C.A., 100 laymen go out by train 
each Sunday morning to this great gathering

Bible Classes; 8,000 men attend these classes, 
and we are told that the number could be 
doubled if the number of competent leaders 
were doubled.

Society supply 
ScriptureseL0r 
such camps’ will 
be interested not 
only in the fact of 
such practical use 
being made of the 
books they sup- 
ply, but will be 
encouraged by 
some of the testi- 
monies which 
have resulted, and 
which are quoted 
from an account of 
this work, “ writ- 
ten as a love trib- 
ute by a busy busi- 
ness man of Chi- 
cago, who is one 
of the Bible Class 
leaders.”’ 

‘‘What church 
name is borne by 
a leader no one 
asks. Much less 
does he care. It 
is a great joy to 
work week after 
week with Bap- 
tists, Methodists, 
Presbyterians, 
Congregation- 
alists, Disciples, 
Episcopalians, 
Lutherans — per- 
haps a score of 
different denom- 
inations—and 
know nothing of 
ecclesiastical names. As to results, all 
class leaders give but one kind of tes- 
timony. It is that there never was a task 
so fitted to laymen which was also so pa- 
triotic, so great, so impelling, so urgent, 
so fruitful, as that- at Great Lakes. Never 
were invitations to come into the king- 
dom, personally given, so easily given, and 
so quickly accepted—for the boys sit straight 
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and hear straight.’’ Read what some of the 
leaders say. 

One writes: 


I love the personal talks with the men. One 
company commander told me how he used to be 
a wild one—but that he was turning ‘‘ about face.”’ 
Another with face aglow told me he was just be- 
ginning to pray. In one barrack they proudly 
stated that they were ‘‘cutting out’’ profanity. 


Another: 


I live so far away that I have to rise at five 
o'clock and eat a hurried breakfast. But it pays. 
One bitter cold morning in January I spoke to 
my class of fifty sailor boys. At the end of my 
personal work thirty responded to my invitation 
to follow Christ. 


A leader who is a doctor writes: 


The men do not seem to care for mere techni- 
cal or ethical study under the guise of a Bible 
course. I tried it and it aroused only mild inter- 
est. But they like the ‘old-time religion ’’—and 
the more straight from the shoulder it comes the 
more handshakes come at the close, and the more 
invitations to return will the leader receive.

Languages 


VERY undertaking of any worth and size 
naturally and properly arouses questions 
in the minds of those interested. The work of 
the American Bible Society is fortunate in be- 
ing the subject of many inquiries. To all, an- 
swers are gladly sent. But some of the sub- 
jects involve such large facts and necessitate 
such comprehensive explanations that it is an 
economy for all concerned to present the ex- 
planations and answers in printed form. The 
paragraphs which follow endeavor to supply 
information on two of the subjects concerning 
which questions are perennial. 


: Languages 

The American Bible Society shares with the 
British and Foreign Bible Society the honor of 
being the chief factors in the multiplication of 
languages in which the Bible, in whole or 
in part, is now available. The British So- 
ciety has the experience and information to 
make a statement from its officers as authori- 
tative as any could be. One of the most fre- 
quent questions that come to the Bible House 
concerns the number of languages in which the 
Bible is now available. We therefore present, 
as a comprehensive answer; a statement which 
appeared in a recent issue of the monthly pub- 


lication of the British Society, The Bible in the 
World, oy . 
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Thanks for your kindness and love for us boys. 
You have helped me to live, not for myself, but 
for God. 


Good-by—we shall miss the class—it was so 
helpful! 


God only knows what if means for us fellows 
to have the Bible Class help just at this time.

“The question is often asked, ‘Into how many 
languages and dialects has the Bible been trans- 
lated and published?’ In order to arrive at an 
answer which shall be approximately accurate, we 
will limit ourselves to printed editions which con- 
tain, as a rule, at least one complete book of 
Scripture. Moreover we must solve the stand- 
ing problem, ‘When is a dialect not a dialect?’ 
by assuming that two kindred forms of speech . 
are sufficiently unlike to be classed separately © 
when Christian missionaries find it necessary for |’ 
their purpose to make a distinct version of the 
gospel in each of the two forms. 

The Bible House to-day contains records of 
editions of the Scriptures in about 725 languages 
and dialects. This total, however, includes (1) . 
a few obsolete languages which are represented 
only by printed texts of early manuscript trans- 
lations, and also (2) as many as sixty-five modern 
dialects in which versions have been published 
merely for philological purposes. When we de- 
duct these, there remain 650 languages and dia- 
lects, in which at least one complete book of Scrip- 
ture has been printed for religious use. This ~\ 
total includes the complete Bible in about 140 — 
different forms of speech.” 


It may here be added on the same authority 
that during the last decade the Scriptures have 
appeared in a new language on an average of. 
once every six weeks. ll 


Issues 3 
_Another question which comes to us many 
times a year concerns the number of Bibles, 
Testaments, and portions circulated through 
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ut the world. A complete answer to this 
juestion is not feasible. 

The regular Bible societies organized for, and 
ictive in, the production and circulation of the 
3ible, publish each year comparatively accurate 
tatistics. These societies are practically mis- 
jonary societies, supported by the Christian 
yublic and carried on without thought of profit. 
[There are many other great publishing houses 
vhich produce and circulate the Scriptures on 
1 commercial basis, whose statistics are not 
wailable. Such general publishers as the Ox- 
‘ord and Cambridge Presses, Thomas Nelson & 
Sons, A. J. Holman & Co., John C. Winston & 
So., and others, issue large numbers of Bibles 
annually. There are still other organizations, 
such as auxiliary and local Bible societies, the 
Pocket Testament League, the Scripture Gift 
Mission, etc., which participate in distributing 
the Scriptures, not for commercial gain, but as 
2 Christian service, and generally do not pub- 
ish the Scriptures themselves, but purchase 
from others. 

‘It will be seen readily that any tabulation of 
the number of books published and circulated 
by all these bodies, even if feasible, would in- 
volve considerable duplication, since some of 
these organizations distribute books printed by 
others; and these books would appear twice 
in the statistics. There is, in fact, a modicum 
of duplication in the statistics of the great 
Bible Societies, for there is a happy comity 
among them which leads to each doing all the 
printing in some languages and selling to cee 
others. 


30,000,000 

Before the war broke out a tabulation of the 
jgsties announced by the chief Bible societies of 
Europe and America, together with an estimate 
of those published by commercial and other 
organizations, gave ample ground for the state- 
ment that the annual output of Bibles, Testa- 
‘ments, and portions was at least 30,000,000 
‘volumes. The present unusual demand and 
supply for distribution of Scriptures among the

| Wy REEZY, newsy letters are always good 
: reading. Some have recently come from 
our Agent in Siam, the Rev. Robert Irwin. 
He spends not a little of his time in touring, 
and thus reaches regions not often visited by 
others, undergoing the difficulties that accrue 
where facilities are few. Some of his difficul- 
t s were mentioned in the February RECORD 
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soldiers and sailors of the nations at war would 
seem to offset any diminution of production 
and circulation for the civilian populations of 
the world. Facts, when available, may reveal 
an increased circulation. 

The foregoing statement will show how diffi- 
cult—impracticable—it is to make a complete 
report of the number of volumes issued in any 
one year, either in America or throughout the 
world. 

We have, however, the statistics of the three 
Bible Societies which are the largest producers 
and distributers—the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, the American Bible Society, and the 
National Bible Society of Scotland. Their 
figures for 1917 we tabulate below:

The Scripture Gift Mission announced a cir- 
culation by it during 1916-1917 of 9,064 Bibles, 
827,877 Testaments, and 5,040,534 Gospels, 
Epistles, and Psalms, or a total of 5,877,475 
volumes. Their figures for the year May, 1917- 
1918, are not at hand.

Again we are asked how many volumes of 
Scripture have been circulated, from the first 
printed up to date. Here again a complete 
answer is not practicable. It will be of interest, 
however, to such inquirers to know the total 
issues of these three great Societies since the 
year of their organization. These we present:

An Insurrection and Pioneering 


Rev. Robert Irwin 


under the caption of ‘ Mud and Missionaries 
in Siam.’ The letter which follows tells of 
the difficulties of others whom Mr. Irwin met 
on a more recent tour: 
. BAN TAN, second day out from Chiengrung. 
The{Chaofa 


I have just spent six days in the new Sta- 
tion of Chiengrung under the primitive and 
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hospitable roof of Dr. and Mrs. Mason. . I 
visited, with Dr. Mason and his son James, 
the city of Chiengrung and the Chaofa, or 
native ruler. He lives at “the big house”’ 
(palace) and is the same man as Dr. McGil- 
vary and I met when we were here in 1893. 
Though fifty years of age, his putty face is 
unruffled with care and unmarked by worry. 
I am sure that it is not true of him that “un- 
easy lies the head that wears a crown.”’ His 
palace is more like a big barn, and has horses 
and cattle stabled underneath. 

Eight years ago he waged a war with the 
ruler of Chiengchung, three days west, and 
was so hard put to it that he appealed to the 
Chinese for help. A force came to his aid 
and, as has happened before in history, re- 
warded themselves by staying and taking 
charge of the country. The Chaofa seenis 
to be contented to be the vassal of the 
Chinese. 


An Insurrection 


The Chinese governor seems to be a man 
of decision and energy. For instance, the 
day we called on him (the day after we ar- 
rived) news came of an insurrection in the 
Tai province of Muang Lem. He at once dis- 
patched three hundred soldiers and ordered 
the heads of four other districts surround- 
ing the disaffected province to send a similar 
force. He himself was preparing to leave for 
the front the next day with another force of 
Tai soldiers. 

This insurrection was a matter that affected 
me. I planned to go on to Chiengtung, but 
as Muang Lem is on the main road to Chieng- 
tung, the governor would not allow me to 
proceed, and I had to return by this route. 
It is an opium trouble. The Tai Leu are 
addicted to the use of the drug and raise 
large quantities of it. The Chinese suddenly 
swooped down on them and pulled up their 
gardens. The people retaliated and took a 
hundred lives as toll. The energy with which 
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fall, secured a large piece of ground with sev- j 
eral other large pieces near by that can be 
added as needed. | 


Tigers and Raspberries 


The place was jungle, with nothing but § 
tigers and raspberries growing onit. They & 
cleared off a patch—enough to make the tigers 
keep a respectable distance—and left a few 
berry bushes. I was thankful for the latter 
because Mrs. Mason fed us raspberry dessert 
with sugar and cream three times a day for 
the whole week I was there—something won- 
derful for a faraway station. The milk was 
supplied by the goats, one of which made a 
dinner for a tiger a few days before I ar- 
rived, and another succumbed to an attack of 
colic while I was there. The sugar grows in 
the cane. 


Other Concomitants of Pioneering 


Do not let anyone begin to envy Dr. and 
Mrs. Mason their pioneer life. It is hardship 
from the ground up. But at the same time 
let no one pity them. They have a magnifi- 
cent prospect ahead of them. No people in 
the world are more open to the gospel story 
than the Tai of the north and the Yunnanese, 
many of whom live close by and some of 
whom are working for Mr. Mason. Though 
of a different language, there are some among 
them who willingly interpret for their fellows ; 
and all listen with interest. Then again, this 
station forms the link with the China mis- 
sions. The China Inland Mission at Szemao, 
with the Fullertons in charge, is only five 
days away, one-third the distance to the near- 
est station south—and a Danish mission: at 
Mo-hai four days north of that, then out to 
the rest of China and the world. Chieng- 
tung, west and south, is ten days off. The 
evening before I left Chiengrung Mr. and 
Mrs. Bakdahl, of Mo-hai station, arrived to 
be with the doctor and nurse for medical care.

A dispensary and hospital are on the way 
to growth. Six brick posts are up and the 
spaces between are being built up with rub- 
ble work—pebbles taken from the shore of 
‘the Mekong.

HE fourth stated meeting of the Board 

of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety in its one hundred and third year was 
held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 
York, Thursday, August 1, 1918, at 3.30 p.m., 
President James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. R. E. Inglis, D.D., who read the nine- 
teenth Psalm, after which he offered prayer. 

Mr. Logan C. Murray, being present for the 
first time as a member of the Board of Man- 
agers, was introduced by the President and 
welcomed by the members. 

The minutes of the third meeting of the 
Board of Managers were presented and ap- 
proved. 

The President mentioned the recent death 
of Mrs. Hyde, wife of the chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, and by motion was requested 
to express to Mr. Hyde the deep sympathy of 
the Board of Managers. 

A memorial minute on the death of Mr. 


Silas B. Brownell was presented by the special

1830, and was therefore in his eighty-eighth year at 
the time of his death. During the six years he served 
the Society as one of its Managers he was very regu- 
lar in attendance, and, as an active member of the 
Home Agencies Committee, his counsel was always 
wise and helpful. In 1852 he was graduated from 
Union College, Schenectady, N. Y., enlisted in Com- 
pany Eight of the 7th Regiment, New York Volun- . 
teers, April 19, 1861, and served his country during 
the period of the Civil War. 


In public life, Mr. Brownell’s activities were many 
and varied. He was a member for more than fifty 
years of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, New 
York City, an elder for forty-two years, and was 
clerk of the Session for thirty-five years. This record 
of faithful service in his church speaks volumes as to 
his Christian character and his consecration to the 
service of his Master. 


He was recording secretary of the Bar Association 
of New York City for forty years and acted as a 
member of its executive committee for thirty-eight 
years. Admitted to the bar in 1852, he practised for 
a year in Troy, N. Y., then removed to New York 
City, and in 1867 (after the Civil War), became a 
member of the firm of Brownell & Lathrop. In 1896 
the firm became Brownell & Petterson. He received 
the degree of LL.D., both from Hobart College and 
Columbia University. 


Mr. Brownell was also prominent in many other 
spheres of activity. For forty-five years he was a 
trustee of Union College; was vice-president of the 
board of directors of Princeton Theological Seminary 
for several years; and served as a trustee of Barnard 
College since it was chartered, in 1869. He was a 
member of the American Geographical Society, the 
National Geographical Society, the Academy of 
Sciences, and of the Society of the Mayflower De- 
scendants. His prominence socially is indicated by 
his membership in the following clubs: The Century, 
University, City, Reform, Quill, Down Town, Eco- 
nomic, and Phi Beta Kappa. 


On account of failing health, Mr. Brownell resigned 
as a member of the Board of Managers, and his 
resignation was accepted with regret just a month 
before his death. He leaves a wife and four daugh- 
ters to mourn his loss. 


The Board of Managers desires to place on record 
its high appreciation of Mr. Brownell’s services to 
the American Bible Society, and directs that a copy 
of this minute be forwarded to the bereaved family.

The circumstance under which Professor 
Oswald T. Allis, of Princeton Theological Sem- 
inary, was rendering assistance in the office 
in connection with the matter of publishing 
Scriptures in European languages was stated 
by Secretary Haven, and it was resolved that 
the Board express its gratification and ap- 
proval over the arrangements made.
